site of old Newgate Prison (demolished in 1(»0 ) stands 
the New Sessions House or Central Crim nal Court 
(built from the designs of F. W. Mount'ord', F. R. I. B. A.) 
for the tr'al of prisoners within a radius ol twelve mih’S 
around Saint Paul’s. The inscription on the building 
reads “Defend the children of the Poor, and punish 
the Wrong-doer”. 
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
